The previous Office action required a species election wherein the species was "a)The claimed method that uses an affinity 
ligand which binds one of the B cell determinants recited in the claims (CD20, etc).". Applicant elected antiCD19 antibody. 
However, applicant indicated that all of the claims read on the elected species. However, claims 19/29/35/40 read on use of antiCD20 
antibody and therefore clearly do not read on the elected species. Applicant needs to address this issue.
